new company shall charge.

proposition is a cunning one to tie 
the hands of the competing com- 
pany while leaving the old com- 
pany a free hand to do as it 
pleases.

pletely withdrawn from Manchuria, ex- 
cept from the leased territory of the L/Sno 
Tung peninsula. The forces of the two 
countries occupying the front positions 
shall be first withdrawn. 


The high contracting parties reserve

Hnes In Manchuria. The number of such 
guards shall not exceed fifteen per kilo- 
meter and within that maximum number 
the commanders of the Japanese

Tlie commanders of the Japanese and 


Russian forces in Manchuria shall agree 
upon tho details of the excavation In 
conformity with the above principles and 
shall take by common accord the meas- 
ures necessary to carry out the evacua- 
tion as soon as possible-, and in no case 
later than the period of eighteen months. 


Sub-article to Article* 9.—As soon as 


possible after the present treaty comes 
into force a committee of delimitation 
composed of an equal numb or of mem- 
bers to be appointed respectively by tlie 
two high contracting parties which shall 
on the spot mark the act boundary be- 
tween the Japanese and Russian posses- 
sions in the Island of Sakhalien.

we find those who would not have God's 
name mentioned reverently or any se- 
lection of the Bible read, lest by some 
means sectarianism creep 
into 
the 


school work; 
on the other hand, we 


meet those who see in the Bible and 
in an intimate acquaintance with its 
teachings, the only way towards a bet- 
ter life for our young people and for 
our future state. 


"Would it not be well for us to ac- 


cept the truth, as It seems to me, that 
we are a truly religious people? Are 
we not worshiping more than we real- 
ize? 
In our Ignorance, are we not

DICKENS MAY SEE 


SIGN THAT WAS REFERRED 


TO BY WRITER. 


//O 7 TO UJ3 WASHINGTON ST. 


LONDON, October 16.—Dickens lovers 


have to thank that tireless authority 
on "Boz." Percy Fitzgerald, for pointing 
out that a curious old sign which was 
an unfailing object of Interest to Dick- 
ens as a boy, and to which he often re- 
ferred In later years still hangs In the 
Blackfriars road of London. This sign, 
which advertises a long established hard- 
ware firm, Is a typical example of the 
queer trade emblems which from the six- 
teenth century distinguished practically 
every shop oC any Importance in the me- 
tropolis, but of which few specimens now 
exist. 
It represents a gold dog appar- 


ently licking something- out of an over- 
turned crock or pot and is generally re- 
ferred to as "The Sign of the Dog and 
the Pot." 
Dickens evidently first dis- 


covered it In, as Fitzgerald says, "those 
heartrending blacking days in Warren & 
Co.'s 
factory, when the poor lad dis- 


tracted his cares by noting all the odd 
things that met his eye." And he quotes 
the novelist as saying, of that time. "My 
usual way home—that Is to Lane street, 
where he had a lodging so as to be 
nearer his family in the Marshalsea pris- 
on—was over 
Btackfriars 
bridge 
and 


down that turning in the Blackfriars road 
which has Rowland Hill's chapel on one 
side and the likeness of a golflen dog 
licking a golflen pot over a shop door 
on the other." 
Fitzgerald adds: "When the little Boz 


sa"w it first it must have been about the 
twenties—1823 or 1824~and' the dog has 
licked on ever since to this year of grace 
1905. 
I should say there 'ls.,no memorial 


of this kind at oil associated with Boz 
that has. stood in its place so long and so 


undisturbed. I always wonder how It can 
have escaped, for some serious, pragma- 
tical shopkeeper might have thought it 
a grotesque hindrance to bis business." 


It appears, however, that the "Iron- 


mongers" who own tlie sign, far from 
being 
"problematical" 
are 
decidedly 


proud of it, and perhaps future Ameri- 
can visitors may find Interest in this 
relic of former days which Is BO closely 
associated with Dickens 


GREAT GENIUS. 


According 
to 
his 
friend, 
Theodore 


Watts-Dunton, 
Algernon 
Swinburne's 
roagnus opus as a prose writer Is still 
to come, but will appear before/many 
days. "Th« story of tlie Inception and 
progress of the book," says Watis-Dun- 
ton in the current British Weekly, "is a 
very Interesting- one and shows, as far as 
the mere conscientiousness of the liter- 
ary artist goes, that Jilr. Swinburne has 
never been surpassed by any 
writer. 


Many years ago—more than thirty—Mr. 
Swinburne determined to wrtt« an ex- 
haustive bock ' upon the Elizabethan 
dramatists. Long before be Mt pen to 
paper npon this subject his knowledge of 
it wa» probably greater than that of any 
man of his time. It is doubtful. Indeed, 
whethar Interesting and Important as the. 
subject IE, it is quite worth the time 
and pains which Mr, SvTtaburne, whose 
position IB so great as an original writer 
has devoted to it. 


"Tha t/ook has been close upon com- 


pletion for years, and Mr. Swinburne was 
only wilting in the hope that Mr. Bullcn 
(The London publisher) would c&mplete 
his services to students by bringing out 
a. collection of Rowley's works. Tear af- 
ter year went on, and Mr. Bullan has not 
yet seen hie way to doing the world this 
literary service.. Therefore it was neces- 
sary for th« two Quarto plays .of Rowley.'s 
which Mr. Swinburne had not read, to be 
studied la ' the British Museum.

Secured Their Franchise in Oak> 


land Without Being Tied Up 


By Amendments. 


The following ordinance shows that the Sunset Telephone Company had 


no restrictions imposed when It got its franchise: 


ORDINANCE NO. —, 


An Ordinanoe Granting to the Sunset Telephone and Telegraph Company 


and Assigns, the Right to Erect, Construct, Lay Down, Maintain and 


Operate in the City of Oakland, and In, Under and Over the Streets, 


Alleys, Avenues and Thoroughfares Thereof, Conduits, Wires, Lines and 


Other Apparatus and Appliances With the Wires Enclosed Therein and 


Connceted Therewith for the Transmission of Electricity for Telephonic, 


Telegraphic, and Other Purposes for Which Electricity May Be Used to 


Transmit Intelligence By Signals or Sounds. 


Be it Ordained by the Council of the City of Oakland, as follows: 


Section 1. The right and privilege is hereby granted to the Sunset 


Telephone and Telegraph Company,- a corporation organized and existing 
under the laws of the State of California, its successors and assigns, to erect, 
construct, lay down, maintain and operate In the city of Oakland, including 
all the streets, alleys, avenues and thoroughfares thereof poles or under- 
ground conduits, with the necessary manholes and other appliances, and wires 
or other conductors for the transmission of electricity for telegraphic, tele- 
phonic and other purposes for which electricity may be used to transmit 
intelligence -by signals or sounds, but not for electric lights or motors. Such 
wires or other conductors may be strung upon poles or other fixtures ajbove 
ground, or may be laid In pipes or conduits, or otherwise protected, and such 
other apparatus or appliances as may be necessary or proper to maintain 
or operate the same; and the necessary connections to subscribers' stations 
and other points may be made from such wires or conductors In localities 
where the same may be required, in such manner as may be best adapted 
to the location, and with such means, apparatus or appliances as may be 
necessary or convenient. The same to be subject- to all laws, rules and 
regulations of the said City of Oakland, and to the entire satisfaction and 
approval of the Board of Public Works of said city. All poles erected or 
maintained under the provisions of this ordinance shall be planed, numbered, 
kept well painted, and marked with the name of the Company, and shall ba 
set In the ground under the direction and to the satisfaction of the Board of 
Public Works, and all wires, cables, or other conductors attached to the said 
poles shall also be under the direction and to the satisfaction of the Board 
of Public Works, and the said grantee shall at all times keep in good repair 
the said poles and wires; and when requested to do so by the said Board 
of Public Works, shall remove any pole or po.les, wire or wires -belonging to 
the said grantee, and In no case shall dead or abandoned wires of the said 
grantee be permitted to hang from any pole or other public place in a loose 
or dangerous manner. 


.-Section 2. It shall be lawful for the said Sunset Telephone and Tele- 


graph Company, its successors or assigns, to make all needful and convenient 
excavations and opealngs in any of the streets, alleys, avenues and thorough- 
fares In said city of Oakland Into which it or .they may desire to place such 
poles, pipes or conduits for the purpose of erection, laying down, maintaining 
and operating such wires or other conductors for the purposes aforesaid. 


All work hereunder shall be performed on the public streets, 'alleys, 


.avenues and thoroughfares In excavating or repairing" the same, and all 
poles erected or maintained, together with all wires, cables or conductors 
that may be attached thereto, shall be in strict compliance with the neces- 
sary rules, regulations or orders which may, during the continuance of this 
privilege, be adopted from time to time by the City Council or other govern- 
ing body of said city;.and said work shall be done under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Board of Public Works. And where work is done 
hereunder, the said grantee, its successors or assigns, shall, as soon as prac- 
ticable, .restore that portion of the public, street, alley, avenue or thorough- 
fare disturbed, to the same good order and condition In which it was prior 
to said work, and the surface shall be securely supported so as not to Impair 
the use or enjoyment of such streets, alleys, avenues or thoroughfares by the 
public. 


Section 3. All -of said work of replacing the material of the public streets 


excavated therefrom under the provisions of this ordinance, of reconstructing 
or repairing the roadway, shail be performed by the said grantee, its suc- 
cessors or assigns, within such reasonable time as may be specified by the 
City Council or the Board of Public Works of said city; and said grantee 
its succesors or assigns shall, when, so directed by the aforesaid city authori- 
ties, or either of them, from time to time and within such time as may be 
specified, make such further and additional repairs to the roadway of such 
portions of the .public streets, alleys, avenues or thoroughfares so. used, as 
may by reason of the work done by said company, its successors or assigns, 
become depressed or in any way not conform to the contour of the remain- 
ing portions of said streets. Provided, that prolr to the disturbing or tearing 
up of a street or portion of a street, the said grantee, its successors or 
assigns, shall flrst file a bond, with two sureties, in the sum of five thousand 
dollars, to be approved, by' the Mayor, conditioned that any street, or portion 
of a street, in said city, to be disturbed or torn up shall be replaced and put in 
good; order and kept In repair as heretofore provided, under the direction and 
to tho satisfaction of the Board of Public Works. 


Section 4. Nothing In this- ordinance shall be construed as In any wise 


to prevent or impede the proper authorities of the city of Oakland, from 
sewering, grading, paving, planking, repairing or altering any of the streets 
of said city; but all such work shall be done, II possible, so as not to obstruct 
or injure or prevent the free use of said poles, wires, conduits, pipes, con- 
ductors or other appliances or apparatus. 


Section 5. In consideration of the rights herein granted, the said city 


of Oakland, by Its properly authorized officers, shall have the right to sus- 
pend upon the poles placed by said company, its successors or assiams, in the 
streets aforesaid, any or all of the wires which may ba required for Fire 
Alarm or Police Telegraph, free of charge. 
The position of cross-arm on 


such poles erected by said company, Its successors or assigns, for the use of 
said Fire Alarm or Police Telegraph Service, shall be selected and 'designated 
by- the .said Board of Public. Works. 


And-said city shall have the right during the life of thjs franchise to have 


furnished and maintained by said Company, its successors or assigns, to 
and for said city, free of charge, "telephones In, and for the use of-the various 
departments of the City Government, designated as" follows: ' One telephone 
:each in the office of the Clerk of the Council, Board of Public Works, Board 
qf Education, City Wharf, Police Court, City-Engineer,- Health Department, 


" City Treasurer, Chief of Police and Superintendent of Fire Alarm; the same 


to be placed in such offices and properly maintained therein free of charge 
to said city or to said officers; or, said city shall have in lieu thereof at the 
op.Ubn;pf said .city, the exclusive use of one continuous single dudt through- 
'out.the. entire iength.of ajl-the conduits laid 'by said company. Its successors

Speaking to the question, "The' 


Problem of Education," Mr. Whitaker said:

"It can be said with considerable truth that one of tfye greatest^ 
- 


discoveries of the nineteenth century was the discovery that a, 
woman has brains. 
! 


"There were those who'knew it before, for the fame of Sappho; 


has survived twenty-five hundred years. Aspasia, though 
a 


courtesan, was so brilliant in. mind that she was favored wit'h the 
friendship of Socrates. 


"Hypatia was not only the daughter of a philosopher, but wai 


a . notable philosopher herself. And Madame de Maintenon, • and 
Hannah More were pioneers of education for woman in the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries respectively. 


"Yet Dr. Harper of Chicago University reckons the beginning 


of higher education for woman as practically, coincident with th« 
foundation of Vassar in 1861. . And Vassar did not open its doori 
till 1865, just forty years ago. 


"Mary. Lyon's great work was done before, but Mary 


was not born till 1797, and was Principal of Mount Holyoke fr'oir 
1837 until 1849. 


"There are those who still think of woman's brains in terms oi 


the Middle Ages. But the nineteenth century practically secured 
her educational equality,. The twentieth century will almost cer- 
tainly secure her political quality. 


"The problem of education for a girl, therefore, is no longei 


the problem of, opportunity, save so far as it is also for the boy, 
It is largely now a problem of health, a problem of utility, and t 
problem of moral effectiveness. 


"A good many girls are getting their education at the cost 


of their health. Yet an education ought to make for good healtt 
rather than against it. The fault lies partly against the schools 
partly against the scholar,, partly, against the scholar's home. Th< 
schools are responsible so far as the curriculum tends to excessiv< 
•work or excessive worry. 


"The subordination of the lower schools to the University is 


chiefly responsible for the 'cramming system,'.and the whole brooc 
of evils which flow* from it, such as ruined eyes, wrecked nerves 
dnd a good deal else which at the worst frequently bears frUit if 
child-suicide. 


"Scholars sometimes help the bad work along by social dis 


sipation, eating between meals, loss of sleep, and too much nervoui 
excitement. And mothers help also by careless housekeeping an^ 
neglectful motherhood. 


"Until the makers of our curriculums show a great deal mon 


sense as to the amount of brain work which a growing girl can d< 
the mothers of the girls will need to check rigorously, the tendency 
to over development on the social side. It is hard to say whethei 
more girls are broken down by intellectual forcing o'r by socia 
functions,. 


"The two college girls who went to New York on a wagei 


that they couldn't support themselves a year away from homt 
won their wager, but they did nothing a girl without college edu 
cation couldn't have done. 


- 
"The schools do absurdly little toward teaching a woman self 


support, except to overcrowd the schools themselves with womei 
teachers. The time is coming when work and education will g< 
hand in hand, and the schools will turn out more goods than th< 
factories do now. 


"The largest thing in character is unselfishness, and the largest 


failure of the schools is the failure to develop unselfish living, 
f. 


large part of our educational output is simply dressed-up selfish- 
ness, a little more selfish by, reason of having a little more oppor 
tunity. There may be culture without creed, if by creed we meai 
dogma, but there cannot be culture without Christ, if by Christ w< 
mean the 'manifestation of the divine in man. 'The fear of th< 
Lord is wisdom, and to depart from evil is understanding,' for nevj 
woman or old man. How to make culture mean more for char 
gcter is our first educational problem today."

Edgar Allan Poe, along with Oliver Wendell Holmes and 


George Bancroft, has been denied a place in the New York Hall of 
Fame, but James Russell Lowell and John Greenleaf Whittier are 
placed among the immortals of American literature. Neither Low- 
ell nor Whittier possessed a quarter of the literary genius of Poe, 
•who is hailed in Europe as the first of American poets and the 
greatest creative artist American literature has yet produced, Haw- 
thorne not excepted. Bancroft ranks far above Lowell as a scholar, 
a statesman and a diplomat. His history is a valuable work of vast 
research; as a foreign minister of the Republic he was one of the 
most capable men this country has ever sent abroad; as Secretary 
of the Navy he was the virtual founder of the naval school 
at 


Annapolis. 
Both Whittier and Lowell achieved prominence and 


local popularity more through the part they took in the literary 
crusade against slavery rather than fame for literary genius of the 
first order—which neither of them possessed. Scores of mediocre 
verse-makers have struck as high a note as ever Lowell or Whittier 
reached, while there are flashes in Foe's writings far above any 
other American poet. But Poe drank and was improvident, and in 
some way managed to incur the displeasure—or jealousy—of the 
Concord Mutual Admiration Society, which for two generations has 
been industriously trying to make the odium of his vices stick to 
the products of his pen. Even his faults have been greatly exaggerated 
and his weaknesses magnified out of all reason. 
But, however 


much he may be under the ban of a narnw, self-righteous egotisti- 
cal circle that has endeavored to make litera-y genius in the United 
'States a local product of New England, he has nevertheless 
given a place in the ivorld's pantheon from which he cannot be 
dislodged. The edict of the New York jury is of no more force 
and effect with respect to an author's rightful place in literature 
than a resolution of a Tammany convention would be.

Rate Regulation in the Senate. 


As the time for Congress to assemble approaches, the disposi- 


tion of Republican Senators to line up on the rate regulatirn issue 
becomes more marked. Elkins of West Virginia has endorsed the 
views of Foraker and Dick of Ohio, which are known to coincide 
in this particular with the opinion of Aldnch of Rhode Island. 
Scott of West Virginia, Platt and Depew of New York, Penrose 
of Pennsylvania, Spooner of Wisconsin and Lodge of Massachusetts 
are also regarded as opposed to giving the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission the power to fix and regulate railroad freight rates. 
In a recent interview Senator Flint of California intimated that 
he does not favor the proposition. Mitchell of Oreg ,n and Burton 
of Kansas cannot vote, but if they could they would certainly be 
against the President. Among Democrats, Clark of Momana, Gorman 
of Maryland, Martin of Virginia and Morgan of Alabama are regard- 
ed as certain to line up on alleged constitutional grounds, against 
Congress assuming the power to delegate to a commission the power 
to fix railroad rates. 
McEnery, of Louisana may be classed in the 


same category, and Daniel of Virginia is more likely to go with 
his colleague, Martin, than with the President. Thus it appears 
that the strongest of the leaders on both sides of the Senate will 
l<e found in opposition to the President when it comes to rate reg- 
xilation. Nobody can tell what Bailey of Texas will do, while 
Allison of Iowa cannot be expected to take a decided stand either 
way, nor are the Senators from New Hampshire and Connecticut 
to be looked upon as energetic supporters of the President against 
the united strength of the railroads. However, the President may 
not be disposed to force an issue which promises to create a power- 
ful Senatorial coalition, that can, if so minded, greatly embarrass 
him in carrying out his policy, in other directions. 


Arizona's chances for separate Statehood appear to be improv- 


ing. 
Several prominent members of Congress who heretofore fav- 


ored admitting Arizona and New Mexico as one State have now an- 
rounced themselves as ready to vote for the admission of the former 
separately. 
This is a straw indicating that both Territories will 


sooner or later be admitted as separate States. 
The trend of senti- 


ment also favors the admission separately of Oklahoma. The great 
body of the inhabitants of that Territory object to being tied up 
with Indian Territory, which Beveridge of Indiana and certain 
other Republican leaders appear to be determined on. The likeli- 
hood, therefore, is that four new States v. ill be added to the Union 


I in the near future instead of two. which will leave Alaska as the 
only part of our continental possessions under Territon,il itile.

Camel riding In the desert of Sahara 
is not so very fatiguing, after one 
has l«arned how. A veteran traveler 
in that district describes the process: 
"Each riding camel has a bridle, or 
rather halter, of plaited leather like 
an ordinary halter and the camel is 
guided as one woald a horse If riding 
him with one rein only- The saddle is 
a most elaborate affair. 
To adjust 
properly one on a camel's hump Is an 
art extremely difficult to master- First 
two cushions of leather, stuffed with 
grass straw, are placed on the animal's 
hump, and on these Is set the saddle. 
This latter consists of two wooden 
forks, one in front and one behind, 
connected by a sideboard; above this 
is placed the seat of the saddle, which 
is built like a square saucer. The tops 
of the wooden forks rising In front 
and behind form two saddle horns, and 
once he negotiated his way Into the 
"saucer" and Installed the feet and 
legs by letting them, from the knee 
downward, hang over the front, one 
is pretty safe from falling out. Cush- 
ions and rugs placed In the sa.ucer- 
like depression add to the comfort. 
The saddle le secured by a. wide girth 
and also by a shoulder-strap and girth 
at the back that takes the place of a 
cruppfr.

DOG IN ALAMEDA 


flangled and Bleeding From Many 


Wounds, Walter Themler is 


Saved From Death. 


FORMER YELL LEADER 


WEDS STUDENT 


ALAMEDA, 
Oct. 16.—While vic- 


iously attacked by a ferocious great 
Dane dog yesterday morning, Walter 
Themler, aged 10 years, while visiting 
his aunt, Mrs. Louis M. Rltzau ot 833 
Taylor avenue, at the West End, was 
frightfully mangled 
by the animal, 


and had it not been for a heroic rescue 
on the part of his cousin, Miss Edith 
Ritzau, aged 23 years, who tore the 
boy and also her 
mother from 
the 


maddened beast, the result might have 
been 
very serious. As it 
was, the 


child escaped from the great 
Dane, 


bleeding from many wounds. The an- 
imal was later shot. 


Young Thernler, who lives with 


his parents on Eleventh avenue in the 
Sunset district, San Francisco, came 
here yesterday morning to spend the 
day with his relatives. While playing 
in the back yard he ventured into the 
large wire inclosure in the rear where 
the dog was kept. Release* from the 
kennel, the animal approached the lad, 
growling omniously. Mrs. Ritzau saw 
her little nephew's danger, and called 
to him to quietly leave the inclosure. 
Paralyzed with fear, the child seemed 
unable to move. 


Mrs. Ritzau ran to rescue the boy 


just as the 
monstrous dog, 
having 


crouched for a spring, bounded upon 
him. 
He had sunk his fangs in the 


child's leg and hung on with u, vice- 
like grip. 
The beast was maddened 


•by the scene of 
blood, and 
bit and 


mangled the little fellow in a horrify- 
ing- manner. 


It was at this critical moment that 


Miss Edith Ritzau ran to 
aid her 


mother and cousin. Intrepidly enter- 
ing the inclosure, 
she succeeded 
in 


pulling the little lad from. the grasp 
of the dog and thrust him 
outside 


the gate to safety. While keeping the 
enraged animal at bay, she managed 
to get her mother outside the inclos- 
ure. Her father then ran to save her 
from the fury of the dog, and none 
too soon, for already her clothing was

The injured boy was carried
